But the petroleum producing nations, 
which include South American sup­ 
pliers as well as the Arab states, hav e 
.iarred a dev eloping American com­ 
placency with their threat of a hefty 
boost in “taxes" on the profits of West­ 
ern oil companies. 
Since U.S. regulations permit the 
oil companies to pass on the increased 
price of foreign oil to the consumer, 
the tax proposals suggest further in­ 
creases in the cost of gasoline already 
up more than 20 cents a gallon from 
a year ago. 
The consumers will also feel the 
price increase in their electric bills. 
It is quite certain that the power com­ 
panies will disregard the consumer in 
their attempts to get back the added 
costs to buy oil that is used to gen­ 
erate electricity. 
And some oil company officials pre- 


dict a renewed supply shortage be­ 
cause of the inability of smaller oper- 
tors to surv iv e the tax hikes. 
The contemplated raid on the "wind­ 
fall" profits of the oil companies will 
be considered at the meeting of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
countries beginning Friday in Quito, 
Ecuador. 
The 
gloomy 
outlook 
should 
en­ 
courage 
American 
consumers 
to 
return to the conserv ation measures 
that 
stretched 
domestic 
supplies 
through the winter peak of the en­ 
ergy crisis. And it must spur the sput­ 
tering driv e for energy independence 
in this nation — a goal for which the 
original 19B0 target date already has 
been pushed back into the deeper 
shadows of the next decade. 
Energy experts agree that indepen­ 
dence will be achiev ed only by curbing 
demand and increasing supplies from 
those sources already being exploited. 
The more exotic energy sources such 
as solar energy and nuclear fusion are 
not expected to make much of a con­ 
tribution until late in the century. 


F r e n c h N u c l e a r T e s t s 


In the summer of 1963 the United 
States, the Sov iet and Britain signed 
a partial nuclear test ban 
treaty. 
Their agreement was more extensiv e 
than the word “partial" might sug­ 
gest: the signatories undertook not to 
conduct further nuclear tests in the 
sea. in the atmosphere or in space 
Only underground 
testing was not 
curbed, 
mainly 
because monitoring 
techniques were not wholly reliable. 
During the 11 years since then those 
three nuclear powers hav e adhered to 
this ban. though many underground 
tests hav e been conducted. Meanwhile, 
China and France hav e in turn attained 
nuclear weapons capability, and nei­ 
ther has seen fit to accept the restric­ 
tions of the partial test ban. 
China 
was 
for 
some 
years 
not 
amenable to reason on this score, hav ­ 
ing more or less isolated itself from 
the world community; neither Wash­ 
ington nor Moscow was in a position 
to persuade Peking to desist. It was 
different with regard to France—or so 
one might hav e supposed. That coun­ 
try's membership in NATO and its dip­ 
lomatic relations with the Sov iet Union 
opened it to urgings from both East 
and West to join in honoring the at­ 
mospheric test ban. 
It is a great disappointment, as well 
as a serious threat to progress in curb- 


ing the nuclear arms race, that France 
has chosen to ignore such urgings. In 
the face of rising international pro­ 
test. Paris has continued atmospheric 
testing begun in 1966. Last summer 
there was ev en a suit in the world 
court challenging the French tests in 
the Pacific, but nothing came of it. 
Now 
the 
French 
are 
conducting 
tests again on Mururoa Atoll. 
This 
year protest has come into the open 
ev en within the gov ernment. France's 
Minister of Reform, Jean Jacques Ser- 
v an-Schreiber, was dism ssed for pub­ 
lic criticism which included the charge 
that the military decided to proceed 
with these tests without consulting the 
cabinet. Complaints from other coun­ 
tries also are being heard, but at this 
point there is no reason to think the 
tests will be cut short. 
There is small consolation in the 
Paris announcement that after this 
summer all further testing will be 
underground. 
The new French gov ­ 
ernment missed its opportunity to take 
a fresh, generativ e step in the area 
of nuclear arms limitation by calling 
an immediate halt. 
Paris has con­ 
tinued on a course of narrow nation­ 
alism at a time when the world yearns 
for cooperativ e effort to restrain the 
monster of mass destruction.
